The reply filed on 27 October 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): While the election of Species II, Figure 5 is noted, applicant states that claims 50-58 are readable on the election species. 
However, the election is deemed improper because claims 55-58 do not appear to be readable on the elected species (having 
resonance control plates as the selective removing means), but rather are readable on non-elected species III, Figure 6 (having water 
flow generator as the selective removing means). A proper listing of claims readable ONLY on the elected species is required. See
